1.  Israel'  Cowing,  baptized  May  5,  1728,  Scituate,  son  of  Israel*  and 
Lydia  (Balch)  Cowing.  (Family  No.  15.)  Did  he  remove  to  Rochester 
(Mass.)  before  1762  ?  Did  he  marry,  Jan.  5,  1762  (Scituate  records), 
Elizabeth  Cudworth  of  Scituate  ?  Whose  daughter  was  Elizabeth  ?  Give 
all  dates  and  children  of  Israel,'  etc. 

2.  JosiAH*  Cowing,  born  May  19,  1704,  Scituate,  baptized  May  5,  1728, 
son  of  Israel  and  Hannah'  (Litchfield)  Cowing.  (Family  No.  16.)  Was 
living  in  1747,  when  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  executors  of  his  mother's 
will  (see  Litchfield  Genealogy,  Oct.,  1901,  page  62).  Wanted:  His  mar- 
riage, children  and  death.     Where  did  he  live? 

3.  Gathelus*  (variously  spelled)  Cowing,  brother  of  2  above,  born  Feb. 
4,  1708-9,  bapdzed  July  19,  1719.  Mentioned  in  mother's  will,  1747.  Did 
he  marry,  Feb.  5,  1735-6,  Mary  Gill  of  Hingham,  and  live  in  Scituate  ? 
Give  all  informadon  about  his  family.     (Family  No.  17.) 

4.  Job*  Coaving,  brother  of  2  and  3  above,  born  Mar.  8,  1713-14,  bap- 
tized July  19,  1 7 19,  married  May  5,  1733  (Scituate  records),  Deborah 
Gannett,  daughter  of  Matthew  Gannett,  Jr.  Wanted :  Her  mother's  name 
and  all  about  her  ancestry,  her  brothers  and  sisters,  and  dates.  (Family 
No.  18.) 

5.  Mary'  Cowing,  daughter  of  4  above,  baptized  May  30,  1736.  Did 
she  marry  and  whom  ?  Give  all  family  data.  If  not  married,  when  did 
she  die  ? 

6.  Joseph*  Cowing,  brother  of  2,  3  and  4,  born  Mar.  i,  1715-16,  Scitu- 
ate, married  Nov.  24,  1744  (Bridgewater),  Jane  (or  Jean)  Keith,  etc.  Was 
this  his  second  marriage,  and  did  he  vmxry  first,  in  1736,  Anne  Howard? 
Resided  in  Bridgewater.  Who  was  Anne  Howard  and  when  did  she  die  ? 
Did  she  have  children  ?  Joseph  died  in  1791  and  Jane  died  in  1794. 
(Family  No.  19)  Compare  Litchfield  Genealogy,  p.  102,  for  Howard  and 
Keith. 

7.  Ward'  Cowing,  son  of  6  above,  born  Bridgewater,  May  10,  1755. 
Full  information  desired. 
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8.  Rachel*  Cowing,  sister  of  2,  3,  4  and  6,  baptized  July  19,  1719, 
Scituate,  born  several  years  before,  married.  Feb.  6,  1727-8,  William  South- 
worth  (""  Southard.")     Wanted:  All  information.     (Family  No.  20.) 

9.  The  children  of  Ichabod  Damon  and  Sarah^  Litchrieid  of  Scituate 
were:  i.  John,-*  born  Jan.  26,  1709-10,  mentioned  in  father's  will,  1730. 
2.  Sarah,*  born  Mar.  19,  1711-12,  married  Feb.  16,  1729-30,  Jonathan  Jack- 
son, had  one  daughter,  Sarah,'  born  in  1730,  who  married  a  Sprague.  3. 
Josiah,*  born  Dec.  20,  17 14,  married  Feb.  28,  1743-4,  Leah  Briggs,  daughter 
of  Benjamin  and  Leah  (Merritt)  Briggs  ;  had  two  children,  viz. :  John'  and 
Josiah,'  Jr.  (married  Lucy  Doane).  4.  Ichabod,*  born  about  1716,  men- 
tioned in  father's  will,  1730;  had  a  son  Caleb'  and  probably  others.  5. 
Judith,*  born  about  171S,  married  Aug.  ig,  1744,  John  Briggs,  and  probably 
had  the  following  children,  viz.  :  John,'  Joseph,  Ichabod,  Thank/ull,  these 
four  baptized  Sept.  30,  1753,  and  Judith,  baptized  July  4,  1754.  (Families 
Nos.  21-25,  inclusive.)  Wanted:  All  further  information  concerning  these 
five  children  of  Ichabod  and  Sarah'  (Litchfield)  Damon,  and  the  connected 
families  of  Jackson,  Sprague,  Briggs  and  Doane  (see  also  question  No.  12). 
Did  Ichabod*  Damon  marry  Ruth  Studley  ?  Did  his  son,  Ichabod'  Damon, 
marry  about  1796,  Hannah  Vinton,  and  have  children  in  Chesterfield  ? 

ID.  John'  Beal,  3d,  son  of  John  Beal,  Jr.,  and  Mary*  Litchfield  (Family 
No.  26)  of  Hingham,  married  Olive  Lincoln,  Mar.  23,  1775.  Did  they  have 
any  children  ?  Give  all  data  concerning  the  children,  if  any.  (See  Hist. 
Hingham,  Vol.  ii,  pages  59,  60;  Vol.  iii,  page  5.) 

11.  Abigail  Studley  of  Scituate,  married  Dec.  24,  1759,  Josiah*  Litch- 
field (Family  No.  27),  and  had  one  child,  Lucy  Studley'  Litchfield,  born 
Apr.  20,  1761,  who  married  John  Doane,  Dec.  22,  1784.  Was  Abigail 
Studley  the  daughter  of  David  and  Susanna  (Vinton)  Studley  ?  In  the  will 
of  this  David,  dated  Aug.  14,  1757,  and  proved  Nov.  5,  1759,  ^^  bequeaths 
property  to  his  wife,  "Anna"  (for  Susanna),  to  his  sons,  David,  Amasa 
and  Daniel,  to  his  grandson,  John  Studley,  and  to  his  daughters,  Susanna 
••Battels"  (wife  of  Joseph  Battles  of  Hingham,  1738),  Priscilla  Rice,  "Jr.," 
and  Abigail  Studley.  (See  Deane,  page  339;  Hist.  Hanover,  page  393; 
Hist.  Hingham,  Vol.  ii,  page  51.)  David,  the  testator,  lived  in  Hanover, 
but  his  descendants  lived  in  Hingham  and  Scituate.  Who  was  Susanna 
Vinton  ? 

12.  John  Doane  married  Lucy  Studley'  Litchfield  (see  question  No. 
11).  Was  he  the  son  of  John,  Sr.,  and  Lucy  Doane,  and  born  in  Scituate, 
Nov.  6,  1765?  If  so,  then  he  was  Capt.  John  Doane,  who  died  Jan.  21, 
1805,  "  in  his  41st  year,"  and  is  buried  in  Scituate.  His  wife  survived  him. 
When  did  she  die  and  where  ?  They  had  three  children,  bom  in  Scituate, 
viz. :  .1.  Nancy  (also  called  "  Annie")  born  May  27,  1787,  married  William 
Haley,  and  lived  in  Kittery,  Me.  2.  Joshua,  born  July  20,  1793-  3.  Maria, 
bom  Aug.  22,  1800.  Give  further  data  concerning  the  last  two  children. 
Was  John  (Capt.)  a  brother  of  Lucy  Doane,  in  question  No.  9  ?  In  Boston 
Centinel  for  Jan.,  17S8,  is  this  :  "  Died  at  Cohassett,  Mrs.  Lucy  Doane,  aged 
54,  consort  of  Mr.  John  Doane,  of  that  place,  and  formerly  of  this  town 
[Boston]."  Were  these  (John  and  Lucy)  the  parents  of  Capt.  John  Doane  ? 
Give  full  particulars  of  the  Doanes. 
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13.     Rev.  Joseph'  Litchfield,  born  in  Scituate,  1750-1.  died  in  Kittery, 
1828!  son  of  Josiah'  and  Tamsin  (Hayden)  Litchfield  (Family  No.  27),  was 
pastor  for  forty  years  in  Kitter>-,  Me.,  married  in  1773-4.  Hannah  Salisbury  ^ 
"of  Providence,"  born  Sept.  29,  1751.  in  Providence  (?).  daughter  of  John 
Salisbury  and  (as  stated  bv  a  niece)   Rebecca  Wheaton.     Hannah  died  at 
Merrimack.  N.  H.,  Sept.  12,  1843.  Wanted  :  The  "  intentions."  or  correct  date 
of  her  marriage  to  Rev.  Joseph^  (graduated  from  Brown  University  in  1773)- 
Give  full  particulars  of  the  families  of  Salisbury  and  Wheaton.     The  four 
children  of  Rev.  Joseph'   Litchfield  were:     l.  Nancy^  (or  "Anna"),  born 
1774,  married  1792,  Joshua  Chase,  of  Kitter>- ;  three  children,  viz. :    Charles, 
Statira  and   Paul.      2.  William,*  born  in   Kittery,   1779.  married  Susannah 
Fernald,  1799,  and  lived  in  Sanford,  Me.  ;  nine  children.     3.  Hannah.*  born 
1783    married  1802,  Thomas  Lewis  of  Kittery:  three  sons.     4-  Joseph."  born 
1788,  married  1819,  Elizabeth  ("  Betsey")  B.  Dame  of  Kittery;  said  to  have 
Uved  in  Meredith,  N.  H.,  on  a  farm  :  probably  also  lived  in  York,  -Me. ;  was 
justice  of  the  peace,  1815-20;    had  two  daughters;    one,  Julia,  died  young; 
the  other  lived  to  be  a  young  woman  and  died  of  consumption.     Wanted: 
AU  data  concerning  the  families  and  persons  just  named.    Did  Joseph*  Litch- 
field ever  live  in  Dunstable,  Mass.,  and  was  he  representative  from  there  in 
1831-2  ?     (It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Litchfield,  N.  H.,  was  taken  off  in 
173s    f^om  Dunstable.)     He  is  said  to  have  died  at  Merrimack,  N.  H.,  but 
no  town  record  occurs  there.     Wanted  :  Date  and  place  of  death,  of  both  him 
and  his  wife,  and  dates  and  places  of  birth  and  death  of  their  children. 

14.  JARED  Battles  (nephew  of  Joseph,  in  question  No.  n),  born 
1752  lived  in  Cohasset,  Mass.,  and  had  three  wives,  viz.:  First,  Sibyl 
Beal'of  Cohasset ;  second,  Elizabeth^  Litchfield  of  Scituate  :  and  third,  widow 
Mar>-  Wntherel  of  Scituate.  His  second  wife,  Elizabeth,'  born  1756,  was 
daughter  of  Josiah^  and  Tarasin  (Hayden)  Litchfield.  (Family  No.  27.) 
She°died  before  1808.  They  had  the  following  children:  Benjamin,  born 
1781-  Edward,  born  1784;  Sibel,  born  1788;  Barnard,  born  1790;  and 
Debo'rah,  born  1796,  all  in  Cohasset.  Wanted:  Their  descendants.  Give 
dates  of  the  second  ("intentions,"  Feb.  20,  1780)  and  third  mamages  of 
Tared  BatUes,  also  dates  and  places  of  death  of  him  and  his  three  wives. 
Who  was  the  progenitor  of  this  Battles  family  ?  See  Boston  Evening  Tran- 
script, genealogical  column,  June  13  and  July  3,  1900,  in  answers  to  424^. 
a  question  of  W.  J.  L.,  in  Transcript  of  xMay  29,  1900. 

15  Susanna  Morey,  born  in  Boston,  Dec.  21.  1713.  died  in  Scituate, 
May' 6  1799,  in  her  S6th  year,  married  July  4,  I732.  Josiah^  Litchfield, 
Nicholas,^  Josiahr  La-^rence}  (Family  No.  28.)  Susannah  was  a  daugh- 
ter of  Edmund  Morey  and  his  wife,  Sarah  Ewell,  daughter  of  Gershom  and 
granddaughter  of  Henrv.  The  ancestry  of  Edmund  Morey  is  desired.  He 
probably  belonged  to  the  Roxbur>-  family.  His  name  occurs  as  a  witness 
in  the  Roxbury  land  records,  about  1722.  He  was  married  in  Scimate.  Dec. 
29  1710  and  they  went  to  live  in  Boston,  where  two  of  his  three  daughters 
we're  born  viz. :  Sarah,  born  Mar.  20,  1711-12;  and  Susanna,  bom  Dec.  21, 
1713  Sarah,  in  1727  (Plymouth  Probate),  being  a  minor  (above  14,  under 
21)  had  Thomas  Rogers  (married  Bethiah  Ewell,  her  aunt)  of  Marshfield 
as  her  guardian.     In  Feb..  1740-1.  Sarah  lived  in  Boston  as  the  wife  of 
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Samuel  Sylvester.  Who  was  he  and  did  Ihey  have  any  children  ?  Edmund 
Morey  had  died  before  May,  1727.  He  had  one  other  daughter,  Penelope, 
whose  birth  has  not  been  found,  but  which  is  wanted,  who  was  living  in 
Boston,  unmarried,  as  late  as  Apr.,  1741,  but  who  was  married  in  Scituate, 
Mar.  22,  1741-2,  to  David  Anderson.  Who  was  he,  where  did  they  live, 
and  what  children  were  theirs  ?  Penelope  was  the  youngest,  it  would  seem, 
of  the  family.  Suffolk  Deeds  reveal  considerable  concerning  the  Ewells  and 
Moreys.  After  the  death  of  Edmund  Morey,  his  widow,  Sarah,  became  the 
third  wife  of  Joseph  Briggs,  Jr.  (Litchfield  Genealogy,  page  97,  foot-note), 
in  1730. 

16.  JosiAH^  Litchfield,  Jr.,  born  Aug.  30,  1736,  son  of  Josiah^  and 
Susanna  (Morey)  Litchfield  (Family  No.  28),  is  said  by  Deane  to  have  died 
"at  Halifax,  1759,"  ^^  ^^^  French  war.  His  ser\-ice  is  recorded  at  Boston. 
Wanted  :  The  name  of  his  wife,  her  parentage,  birth  and  death.  By  her  he 
had  two  children,  viz. :  Mercy,*  who  married  in  1780,  Zebulon  Wiilcutt,  a 
Revolutionary  soldier,  and  lived  in  Goshen,  Mass. ;  and  Francis.*  a  Revolu- 
tionary pensioner,  probably  a  posthumous  child,  who  married  in  17S1,  Lucy 
Lincoln  of  Cohasset,  and  had  about  a  dozen  children.  Give  the  births  or 
baptisms  of  Mercy*  and  Francis,*  and  any  data  concerning  the  Willcutts  and 
Lucy  Lincoln. 

17.  Samuel  Stockbridge,  Jr.,  Scituate,  married.  May  29,  1766,  Sarah' 
Litchfield  (Family  Xo.  28),  born  in  1744,  daughter  of  Josiah'*  and  Susanna 
(Morey)  Litchfield,  Scituate.  Was  Samuel,  jr.,  identical  with  Ca^i.  Samuel 
Stockbridge  ?  Who  was  Capt.  Samuel  Stockbridge,  who,  on  May  18,  1800, 
married  Sibae*  (or  Sibal)  Litchfield,  born  in  1780,  daughter  of  Dea.  Israel' 
and  Sarah  (Cass)  Litchfield,  Scituate  .'*  Was  Samuel,  married  in  iSoo,  a  son 
of  Samuel,  married  in  1766  .''  Give  the  parents  of  each  Samuel  Stockbridge 
mentioned,  with  his  dates  of  birth  and  death.  Give  the  children  by  both 
mairiages  above,  their  dates  of  birth,  death  and  marriage,  and  to  whom 
married.  Who  were  the  parents  of  Joseph  Stockbridge  and  Jacob  Stock- 
bridge,  who  married,  respectively,  Dolly  Sears  (married  second.  Lot*  Litch- 
field) and  Mary  Sears,  sisters,  daughters  of  Capt.  Peter  Sears  ? 

18.  Penelope'  Litchfield,  born  in  1746,  daughter  of  Josiah*  and 
Susanna  (Morey)  Litchfield  (Family  No.  28),  married  in  1766,  Ephraim' 
Litchfield,  born  in  1743,  son  of  Eleazer*  and  Desire  (White)  Litchfield 
(Family  No.  32).  The  children  of  Ephraim-  and  Penelope'  (Litchfield) 
Litchfield  were:  Eli,*  Melzar*  and  Desire,*  all  baptized  Sept.  15,  1776; 
Betty*  (Betsey),  baptized  Aug.  2,  1778;  Andrew,*  born  Oct.  28,  1769;  and 
Bathsheba,*  Polly*  and  Sally,*  all  mentioned  in  father's  will,  1791.  Wanted: 
The  dates  of  birth  of  all  these  (except  Andrew*),  and  the  marriages,  if 
married,  of  Eli,*  Desire*  and  Sally.*  When  and  where  did  the  last  (Eli,* 
Desire*  and  Sally*)  die  ?  Give  date  of  death  of  Ephraim,'  whose  home  was 
in  Scituate. 

19.  Jacob'  Litchfield,  born  in  1750,  son  of  Josiah*  and  Susanna 
(Morey)  Litchfield,  married  in  Scituate,  in  1773,  Sarah'  Litchfield.  It  is 
reported  that  Jacob'  died  in  Canton,  N.  Y.,  in  1825.  The  town  records  of 
Canton  have  been  twice  destroyed  by  fire.  Can  anyone  give  the  exact  date 
of  death  ?     Sarah'  Litchfield,  wife  of  Jacob,'  was  born  in  1748  and  was  the 
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daughter  of  Nicholas*  and  Sarah  (Studley)  Litchfield  (Family  No.  29).  She 
died  in  Chesterfield,  Mass.,  May  7,  iSiS.  Their  children,  bom  in  Chester- 
field, 177S-1787,  were:  Joel,*  Susannah,*  Lott,-  Agnes,*  and  Penelope.* 
There  was  also  a  son,  Israel  Clark,*  whose  date  and  place  of  birth  are 
desired,  who  married  in  181 1,  Chloe  Keith,  daughter  of  Edward  and  Susan 
(Littlefield)  Keith,  and  had  nine  children,  who  have  lived  in  New  York  and 
Ohio,  whose  family  data  are  desired.  Is  it  true  (as  Morse's  Genealogy  of 
the  Litchfield  Family  says)  that  this  Jacob^  Litchfield  had  another  son.  Lot* 
(who  died  young),  and  another  daughter,  Agnes'"  ? 

20.  Lot*  (or  Lott)  Litchfield,  born  in  1755,  brother  of  Jacob*  above, 
was  married  twice,  according  to  Scituate  records.  First,  in  1777,  to  Rachel 
Litchfield.  Was  she  the  daughter  of  Nicholas"*  and  Sarah  (Studley)  Litch- 
field, and  when  was  she  born  and  when  did  she  die  .-'  The  only  child  and 
heir  of  Lot*  Litchfield  (according  to  the  will  of  his  father,  in  1783)  was 
Luther*  Litchfield,  born  Feb.  8,  1778.  What  became  of  this  Luther*  Litch- 
field ?  //  is  supposed  that  Luther,*  son  of  Lot,*  was  on  the  ••.Maine"  (a 
Cohasset  fishing  vessel)  when  it  was  lost  in  1846,  but  he  was  rescued  (see 
Hist.  Cohasset,  Mass.,  pages  428-431).  Is  this  true  ?  If  these  Luthers  were 
not  identical,  who  was  Luther,  the  rescued  one.-  The  second  wife  of  Lot* 
Litchfield  was  "  widow"  Rachel  Litchfield,  to  whom  he  was  married  in  1782. 
Lot*  Litchfield  died  before  Dec.  26,  1783.  Who  was  this  •'widow"  Rachel, 
and  what  became  of  her  ?     Give  all  data  concerning  these  two  Rachels. 

21.  Nicholas"  Litchfield  (Family  No.  29),  born  Mar.  10,  1707-8, 
married  Mar.  23,  17^7-^,  Sarah  Studley,  born  in  1718,  daughter  of  James 
and  Sarah  (Farrow)  Studley.  He  died  before  Mar.  20,  1780.  and  after  Apr. 
29,  1777.  Can  anyone  give  the  exact  date  ?  Sarah,  his  widow,  died  between 
1791  and  1798.  The  exact  date  is  desired.  They  had  nine  children,  and  all 
but  Rachel*  were  baptized  at  Scituate,  1739-1757.  In  this  list  there  are  two 
Elizabetl  s,  one  baptized  in  1746,  and  the  other  in  1757.  Were  there  also  two 
Johns  ?  One  John  was  baptized  in  175 1.  Can  anyone  give  the  birth-dates 
of  Amos*  (baptized  1753),  John*  (baptized  1751),  Elizabeth*  (baptized 
1757),  and  of  Rachel*  ? 

22.  James*  Litchfield,  born  in  1738,  oldest  child  of  Nicholas-*  and 
Sarah  (Studley)  Litchfield  (Family  No.  29),  married  twice.  His  first  mar- 
riage, Scituate,  Mar.  2,  1763,  was  to  Anna  Gordon,  and  they  had  two 
children,  viz. :  Susannah,*  baptized  Dec.  14,  1766,  and  Anna,*  baptized 
(after  father's  second  marriage),  Nov.  10,  1771.  Who  was  Anna  Gordon  ? 
When  and  where  were  her  birth  and  death  ?  Susannah*  married  a  Bailey, 
and  Anna,*  a  Stone,  each  before  1793.  Nothing  more  is  known  of  them, 
except  it  is  reported  that  they  went  to  New  York,  near  Lake  Champlain,  to 
live.  Wanted:  Full  particulars.  James*  Litchfield  married  second,  Jan. 
9,  1770,  in  Scituate,  Elizabeth*  Litchfield,  his  second  cousin,  bom  in  1744, 
daughter  of  Samuel*  and  Priscilla  (Vinal)  Litchfield  (Family  No.  39).  They 
had  the  following  eight  children:  a.  Lawrence,-  baptized  Nov.  10,  1771, 
married  Ruth  Clapp,  1791,  and  Rebecca  Whitcomb,  1803.  b.  James,*  born 
1772,  baptized  May  8,  1774,  married  Rebecca  Bates,  and  lived  in  Spring- 
field, Vt.  c.  Elizabeth,*  baptized  Nov.  6,  1774.  married  Elijah*  Litchfield, 
j;randson  of  Josiah*  and  Susanna  (.Morey)  Litchfield  (Family  No.  28),     d. 
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Abigail,'  baptized  Oct.  4,  177S,  married  Josiah*  Litchfield,  brother  of  Elijah,'' 
just  named,  and  lived  in  Springfield,  Vt.  e.  Comins*  (or  Cummings)  [grand- 
father of  W.  J.  L.],  baptized  Oct.  4,  1778,  married  twice  and  lived  in  Charl- 
ton, Mass.  f.  Priscilla  (no  baptism  found),  married  Perez  Whitcomb,  and 
lived  in  Springfield,  Vt.  g.  Sebre,*  born  Oct.  16,  1783,  baptized  June  5, 
1786,  married  Elisha  Merritt.  //.  Hannah,*  born  Feb.  6,  17S5,  baptized 
June  5,  17S6,  married  Capt.  Daniel*  Litchfield,  Jr.,  brother  of  Elijah,*  named 
above.  Wanted :  The  births  not  given,  and  any  scattered  descendants 
of  all  these  children. 

23.  LoTHROP^  Litchfield,  born  in  1741,  son  of  Nicholas-*  and  Sarah 
(Studley)  Litchfield  (Family  No.  29),  married  Feb.  11,  1766,  Rhoda  Perry 
of  Scituate.  He  died  in  1831.  Did  his  wife  die  Oct.  27,  1824  ?  The  parent- 
age and  birth  of  Rhoda  Perry  are  desired.

33.  Isaac*  Litchfield  (Family  No.  34),  born  about  1719,  brother  of 
Eleazer*  above,  was  married  yirj/,  in  1743,  to  Lydia  Cowing,  baptized  1778, 
died  Aug.  22,  1756,  daughter  of  Israel  and  Lydia  (Balch)  Cowing  (Family 
No.  15).  He  married  second,  Feb.  22,  1758,  Hannah  Hersey,  bom  May  i, 
1729,  died  Aug.  20,  179S,  daughter  of  Caleb  and  Hannah  (Stodder)  Hersey. 
By  these  two  marriages  there  were  eleven  children,  of  whom  only  the  births 
of  three  and  the  baptisms  of  six,  including  the  three,  are  known.

Celia,^  born 
about  1765,  baptized  June  16,  1765,  died  before  1798,  probably  unmarried. 
i.  Simeon,'  born  Aug.  30,  1766,  baptized  Nov.  9,  1766;  married  first,  in 
1793,  to  Lucy  Hatch  (parentage  desired)  and  had  eleven  children  born  1794- 
1809;  married  second  (date  unknown),  Sophronia  (Vinal)  Osborn,  widow 
of  Eben  Osborn  and  daughter  of  Hayward  Vinal  (farther  particulars  wanted 
of  her  and  her  first  husband)  ;  two  children,  1839  and  1841.  j.  Canterbury,' 
born  about  1769,  baptized  July  2,  1769,  probably  died  unmarried,  before 
1798.  k.  Stephen,'  born  July  8,  1771,  baptized  Aug.  19,  1771,  died  Dec. 
23,  1843,  ^'^s  married  three  times;  first,  Jan.  i,  1795,  to  Rebecca  Cudworth, 
who  died  Oct.  31,  1815,  aged  40  years,  3  months  (her  parentage  and  birth 
are  desired),  they  had  nine  children  born  1795-1815;  second  marriage,  Feb. 
18,  r8i6.  to  Lucy  Vinal,  who  died  either  in  Sept.  or  on  Dec.  6,  1816  (her 
parentage  and  birth  desired),  no  children;  //z/r^/ marriage,  June  21,  1818,  to 
Keziah  (Cudworth)  Merritt,  born  in  17S7,  died  in  1852,  daughter  of  Zeph- 
aniah  and  Elizabeth  (Studley)  Cudworth,  and  granddaughter  of  James  and 
Abigail-*  (Litchfield)  Cudworth  (Family  No.  40).

birth  and  death  are  unknown  but  desired.  Was  she  the  daughter  of  Stephen 
and  Penelope  (Read)  Borden  (see  Fowler's  Fall  River,  1841,  and  Reed 
Genealogy,  1861)  ?  Penelope  Read's  brother,  John  Read,  married  Sarah 
Burden  (Borden)  and  had  a  daughter,  Penelope.  Her  name  may  have  been 
Bardin,  Barden,  Burditt  or  Burdet  (see  Deane  and  Scituate  records)  instead 
of  Burden  or  Borden.

James,'  served  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  of  which 
he  was  a  pensioner,  and  lived  as  a  merchant  at  Coeymans,  Albany  County, 
N.  Y. ;  the  Carhart  Genealogy  gives  the  names  of  many  by  the  name  of 
Litchfield  who  belonged  in  Coeymans  who  married  into  the  Carhart  family, 
or  are  descendants,  but  the  compiler  does  not  give  them  as  children  or  de- 
scendants of  James'  Litchfield :  did  James^  have  a  so>i  Elisha,^  whose  son 
was  Hiram  Tompkins'  Litchfield  (married  Sallie  Maria  Carhart),  and  daugh- 
ter Eliza^  (married  Nicholas  Carhart)  ?  See  questions  17  and  29  on  Circular 
No.  3.  5.  David,'  married,  Canterbury,  Ct.,  17S4,  Keziah  Morse,  had  seven 
children,  1785-1799,  born  in  Canterbury,  removed  about  1800  to  New  York 
State,  where  they  had  three  more  children,  of  whom  two  were  twins,  born 
Sept.  24,  1803  ;  he  died  before  1815  in  Chenango  County;  wanted,  complete 
information  of  this  family.  Israel*  Litchfield  married  second,  in  1766,  Phebe 
Holt,  and  their  children  were  very  probably  as  follows  (recorded  at  Canter- 
bury) :  6.  Mark,'  born  in  1768,  married  Susanna  Faulkner,  who  died  at 
Brooklyn,  Ct.  (date  unknown)  ;  they  had  four  children,  viz.  :  Luther.*  born
